Dr.  Peter  Nash 
received  the  Franklin  and  Irene  Saemann  Chair  in  World  Communities  and 
Dr.  Shawn  Ellerbroek  was  awarded  the  Otto  Distinguished  Professorship.

direction. 
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The  Wartburg  football  team  turned  in  a  27-3  victory  in  front 
of  6,500  fans  at  The  Walston-Hoover  Stadium  for  Wart- 
burg's  homecoming  showdown  with  Coe  College.  Running 
back  Neil  Suckow,  a  transfer  from  Coe,  put  up  all  three  Wart- 
burg touchdowns  in  the  lop-sided  victory.  "He's  a  big  differ- 
ence in  the  game"  head  coach  Eric  Koehler  said.  "I'm  glad  he 
had  a  great  game."  Suckow  reached  the  end  zone  less  than  three  minutes 
into  the  game  as  he  hauled  in  a  five-yard  touchdown  pass  from  quarter- 
back Nick  Yordi.  Yordi  completed  17  of  28  passes  for  21  8  yards  during 
the  game.  The  Wartburg  defense  proved  a  formidable  task  for  the  Coe  of- 
fense to  overcome  as  they  held  the  Kohawks  to  283  yards  on  the  day. 


The  Wartburg  women's 
volleyball  team  played 
the  Coe  Kohawks  in 
conference  action  in 
the  new  Levick  Arena. 
The  Knights  lost  in  a  five 
game  battle.  With  the 
Kohawks  coming  in  and 
playing  in  a  new  facility, 
the  coaching  staff  had 
to  prepare  for  more  than 
just  volleyball.  "More 
than  anything,  we  were 
preparing  to  be  comfort- 
able in  [the  new]  set- 
ting," head  coach,  Jenni- 
fer Walker  said.  The  loss 
put  Wartburg  to  4-2  in 
the  Iowa  Conference  and 
1  3-1 4  overall.  The  sea- 
son proved  to  be  chal- 
lenging, but  the  Knights 
became  more  aggressive 
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he  Wartburg  College  women's  soccer  team  wrapped  up  their 
2007  campaign  with  a  heart-breaking  double  overtime  loss  in 
the  Sweet  1  6,  despite  phenomenal  play  all  season  long  from 
the  defense,  breaking  multiple  school  records  on  the  way 
to  a  first-ever  NCAA  Div.  Ill  National  Tournament  berth.  The 
Knights'  defensive  unit,  consisting  of  senior  Abby  Showalter 
of  Altoona,  Iowa,  junior  Katie  Krei  of  Iowa  City,  Iowa,  sopho- 
more Logan  Webb  of  St.  Charles,  Mo.,  freshman  Amber  Bennett  of  Sus- 
sex, Wis.,  sophomore  goalkeeper  Rachel  Coleman  of  Chanhassen,  Minn., 
and  first  rotation  substitute  freshman  Kelsey  Kovacevich  of  Urbandale, 
Iowa  patrolled  the  back  half  of  the  pitch  and  stymied  opponents'  scor- 
ing opportunities  game  after  game.  "The  defense  has  been  a  point  of  fo- 
cus all  year  and  they've  done  a  great  job,"  head  coach  Jim  Conlon  said. 
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Coming  off  the  HAC  tour- 
nament title,  the  Knights 
knew  they  were  in  a  good 
position  to  contend 
for  a  national  title,  but 
did  not  want  to  be  over 
confident.  "We  were 
confident,  but  this  is  the 
NCAA  tournament,  you 
can't  be  too  confident 
because  you  see  upsets 
happen  every  round," 
head  coach  Jim  Miller 
said.

The  V^rmurg  wresting 
team  captured  their 
fourth  national  team  title 
in  the  last  six  years  and 
sixth  team  champion- 
ship overall  behind  three 
individual  champions  and 
nine  Ail-American  perfor- 
mances at  the  NCAA  Div. 
Ill  Wrestling  Champion- 
ships. 
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ead  coach  Jim  Miller  watched  his  son,  senior  197-pounder  T.J. 
wrestle  his  last  collegiate  match  at  the  Div.  Ill  national  tournament 
at  the  U.S.  Cellular  Center  in  Cedar  Rapids,  Iowa.  T.J.  finished  run- 
ner-up to  Matt  Miller  of  Lycoming  College  at  the  championships. 
The  year  before  Miller  took  the  1  97  lb.  title,  although  second,  he 
finished  his  career  on  a  high  note  with  a  team  title.  "It  feels  awe- 
some. It's  kind  of  a  fairy  tale  ending.  We  get  to  go  out  as  team  champions.  I 
panted  to  win  it  myself,  but  the  main  goal  is  to  win  it  as  a  team,"  TJ.  said.  T.J. 
also  joined  an  exclusive  group  of  Wartburg  wrestlers  at  the  national  tournament  ! 
as  he  carded  his  100th  win  sporting  the  black  and  orange.  Miller  joins  team- 
mates Robert  Struthers  and  Jake  Helvey  as  2008  inductees  into  the  group. 
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A  national  wrestling 
championship  eluded 
Romeo  Djoumessi  last 
season  but  caused  the 
1  84-pounder  to  look  for 
the  internal  motivation 
to  improve  on  his  fourth- 
place  finish  from  2007. 
"Last  year  I  remember 
sitting  in  the  stands 
watching  all  the  other 
guys  wrestle,  that  re- 
minded me  what  I  needed 
to  do  to  improve.  I  felt  a 
lot  more  prepared  this 
year.  I  had  a  lot  of  mo- 
tivation. I  wanted  to  be 
a  national  champion," 
Djoumessi  said.  The  ju- 
nior, a  product  of  Waver- 
ly-Shell  Rock  and  native 
of  Cameroon  turned  in  a 
perfect  season,  finishing 
the  year  with  a  29-0  re- 
cord to  lead  the  Knights 
as  the  squad's  only  unde- 
feated wrestler.
